Father, Hermann Bohle, 
taught in English trades schools, later moved to Capetown, South Africa. 
Subject rec'd secondary education in South Africa, graduated from Handels- 
hochschule, Germany. Worked in American and English business firms until 
1930 when he established wholesale business in Hamburg. Became a member 
Nazi party at this time with some difficulty as he was still British citizen. 
Became German citizen several years later. In 1931 became volunteer worker 
in the Foreign Div. of the party, specializing in African affairs. In 1932 
appointed Gauinspekteur, and in May 1933 became chief of his division in 
the AO. Appointed Gauleiter of AO in Oct. 1933, and State Sec'y and Chief 
of the Foreign Organization in the Foreign Office in 1937. In Oct. 1937 
during interview with Churchill, later expressed intention to denounce AO 
as espionage network. Bohle assured Churchill AO was strictly a welfare 
and cultural organization.
